factor in the care of crippled chil­ 
dren in the state. 
F unds ffir car­ 
ry ing on the work are supplied by 
both the Federal and S tate govern ­ 
ments, and the division is under the 
direction of Mr. J . J . Brown of A u s­ 
tin, Tex as. 
In the five y ear period 4,011 chil­ 
dren have been hospitalized in 
all 
< c ions of the state and there art 
very fcv-v counties that have not had 
some children under the care of the 
Crippled C hildren’s 
Division. 
Hos^ 
pitals and surgeons are selected by 
the S tate Board of H ealth for the 
use of the division. 
In spite of the 
fact that so m any children have been 
hospitalized there are y et m any hun- 
ireds on the w aiting list and other 
hundreds who have not heard of the 
work of the Crippled C hildren’s D i­ 
vision. 
In the 43 counties em braced in the 
Eastland 
district, 
over 
which 
Mrs 
B. E. M cG lam ery of Eastland has su ­ 
pervision, 7 00 cases have been cared 
for during the period. 
O f this num ­ 
ber 359 w ere crippled from diseases 
227 from birth and 108 from acci­ 
dents. 


Mr. M cG lam ery say s that the ac­ 


tual secu rin g of hospitalization for 


crippled children is relatively a small 
part of the work carried on by the 
division.

The home care is a very im 
portant part of the treatm en t of an j 
child. 
It is very rare that a child 
is cured by one visit to a doctor or 
a single stay in a hospital,

the hospitalization m ore 
often

tends over a tw o to four y ear per­ 
iod. 
Records show that 6 0 per cent 
of the children who are hospitalized 
in any one y ear will return to the 
hospital for the second y ear, 30 per 
cent, for the third y ear and 10 per 
cent for the fourth y ear.
